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HIGHWAY REPORT 1976-1977 

One of our greatest accomplishments of our rebuilding program was 
the completion of Main Street. This program was initially started in 
1969 when the voters agreed to set aside a sum of $3,000.00 for the next 
six years to finance this project. A revenue sharing meeting added 
$20,000.00 to help defray expenses. We received much criticism during 
the early stages of the actual construction, but once the project started 
to take shape the Townspeople began to comprehend what we were try- 
ing to accomplish and accepted the project. Much of our time was 
spent working on this project, as our contract with the State of Ver- 
mont was limited. Our cost of the project amounted to $43,846.27. 

After completion of the Main Street project we then soent the re- 
maining time rebuilding Bluff Street. This long neglected .street was in 
dire need of rebuilding as we found the base consisting of clay and 
large boulders with absolutely no gravel present. We installed ade- 
quate drainage, rel)lased with 30 inches of gravel, widened to 18 feet, 
added a turn around and paved with 2 inches of hot mix. Total cost of 
the project was $4,573.91. 

The Gorham Bridge Road was paved from the corner of Meadow 
Street north to the Bridge for a sum of $9,737.15. 

The West Road project, between Capen's and Kapitan's, will be go- 
ing out for bid early this spring. The State Highway Department has 
finalized their plans to reconstruct this treacherous road by lowering 
three knolls and by building up the lower area by Capen's above the 
flood level. We can not participate in this project as it is Federally 
financed. 

Major work programs on the agenda for the 1978-1979 fiscal year 
may include drainage on Cain Street, reconstruction of Holden 
Avenue, Curry Street and portions of South Street. 

Perhaps we should all be thinking of what can be done to rebuild the 
connecting link from Newton Street south to Corner of South Street and 
Holden Avenue. This section of Highway is in dire need of attention. 
Recommendations would be appreciated as to the road width, 
sidewalks and location of road as well as how it can be financed. As of 
this writing there is very limited amounts of money available from the 
Federal Government or State of Vermont. 

All in all we believe our Highway Program has come along way in 
the last 10 years and will continue if you support the programs.

Following is the 1977 Annual Report of the Rutland Regional Planning 
Commission. The format of the report is similar to last years in presen- 
ting residents of the Rutland Region a picture of the region today. We 
hope this is more useful than reading a list of services provided by the 
Commission. 

The overall picture painted by the report is improved since last year. 
We think the cooperative efforts of communities in the region are 
responsible for this. We have some evidence that bears out this obser- 
vation. We are happy to serve you and your community in this effort. 

REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 

The STATE OF THE REGION during 1977 was improved over 1976. A 
variety of activities on the part of local communities, public and 
private organizations and individuals, and the Regional Planning 
Commission have contributed to this improvement. Much, however, 
remains to be done; many of the problems faced by the Region at the 
end of 1976 still exist. However, with continued and increasing coopera- 
tion among the region's communities, the challenge posed by these 
problems can continue to be met during the coming year. 

THE ECONOMY 

While the economic picture of the Rutland Region improved during the 
past year, unemployment is still almost 7.0 percent of the labor force. 
The cost of living has continued to rise, affecting every person in the 
region, particularly those on fixed or limited incomes. 

Economic Development activities have been a major priority of the 
Commission during the past year. Aside from our continued involve- 
ment with the Economic Development Council of Southwest Vermont, 
the Commission was instrumental in aiding regional communities with 
applications for federal Public Works funds. A number of regional 
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communities eventually received funds under the Local Public Works 
Act, designed to impact local unemployment patterns. 

The Economic Development Countil — an effort of the RRPC, private 
mdustry, local and state officials and the federal government — show- 
ed that people from all over the region can work together to solve com- 
mon concerns. Through the efforts of the Council, various com- 
munities received assistance in their development efforts. They also 
were given assistance that let them take advantage of federal pro- 
grams dealing with economic development. 

HOUSING 

There still remain a large number of households for which no housing 
IS available at a reasonable cost, a situation which forces families to 
live in unsafe and unhealthy conditions or forces them to pay more for 
housing then they can really afford. 

During the past ye^r, the Regional Planning Commission proposed a 
Housing Program that suggested a course of action to meet the hous- 
ing needs of the region's residents. The Program will provide a founda- 
tion for the Regional Commission to suggest policies to enable a 
greater production of housing aimed at the needs of those persons not 
presently served under current private production. 

In some communities steps are already being taken to utilize federal 
incentives to the private sector to meet local housing needs. Such ef- 
forts are most encouraging. 

PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION 

The lack of public transportation still poses some serious problems for 
a number of the region's residents. With gas prices on the rise, the 
need for a transit system to provide basic movement between home 
and work, or shopping, or health services, may greatly increase. 

The region's year-old bus bystem is a step in meeting this need Over 
the past year The Bus carried over 63,000 passengers. Of these nearly 
30% were over 60 years of age. The Bus is also meeting the transporta- 
tion needs of some of the area's human service agencies, thereby pro- 
viding more coordination and a more effective use of our tax dollars. 

The Regional Planning Commission has provided technical informa- 
tion to the managers of The Bus upon which day-to-day operating deci- 
sions can be made. Continued work in the public transportation area 
should place the region in an advantageous position to meet the future 
transportation needs of the region's residents. 

SOLID WASTE 

Rutland County has been singled out by the state as having serious 
solid waste disposal problems. A number of regional communities 
have been faced with legal action unless specific steps are taken to cor- 
rect identified deficiencies. Other communities, with approved 
sanitary land fills, recognize that other solutions must be found and 



that the landfill is only a temporary solution to an incroasini^ly com- 
plex problem . 

Throu^^h the combined efforts of local communities, the RKFC. state 
officials, and the federal government, a program was generated to 
locate an adequate landfill site, or sites, to meet the rcLMon's im- 
mediate needs. In addition, the RRPC participated in a sliidv to deter- 
mine politically and economically feasil)le alternatives to sanitary 
landfills that could be used in the near future. 

LAND USE 

Future growth and development in the Region can take a numl)(M- of 
courses. One is unguided and unplanned growth which can lead to in- 
creasing local government costs. Another is a coordinated effort on the 
part of local communities and the Regional Plannmg C\)mmission to 
develop guidelines within which development can take place. Local 
governments have the ultimate responsibility to plan for the future and 
adopt the mechanisms to implement local plans. Howev(M\ in concert 
with the Regional Commission, broad goals, policies, and obiectives 
can be generated to encourage coordinated growth and d(>v(Mopment 
not just within a community but throughout th(^ entire region to the 
benefit of all the region's residents. 

The Land Use Planning program of the Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, in preparation during the past two years and the results of 
numerous public meetings, extensive publicity, and creative discus- 
sion, is available to local communities to assist them in their planning 
efforts should they choose to make use of it. 
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REPORT OF THE PROCTOR PLANNING COMMISSION 



The Planning Commission has been occupied the past year with the 
preparation and adoption of amendments to the Zoning ReguTath^ns 
After three Public Hearings by the Planning Commission and Sdec t 
men they were fmally approved and are now in effect. 

^.Uh^QTT/'''o^''""^"^ Commission has also been busier than usual 
with Site Plan Reviews. Amoni^ these were the Otter Vallev Railroad 
a new-^ restaurant proposal, the new fire station, and the addition and 
remodelmg of the Sutherland Buildin^^ 

This may not appear to be a staggerin^j list of accomplishments lor a 
year s time, but the Planning Commission has been hampered at ev erv 
turn by a lack of enthusiasm and membership. The seven member 
board was diminished to a five member board, in hopes that it would 
be less difficult to gather the necessary quorum for a meetin- but 
even that seems to have been in vain. At present the total membership 
IS three members. Won't someone PLEASE come torth and loni our el- 
forts? We desperately need additional members. If vou are interested 
please contact any member of the Board. 

So many members of the community are unaware of the Zoning 
Regulations, or that there even are Regulations. Copies of the com-

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As we reflect back over the year 1977, we can see many changes that 
have taken place in our school system. 

We wish to express to Marion Horan, retired principal of the 
Elementary School, our deepest appreciation for her many dedicated 
years of service, and wish her enjoyment and happiness in her much 
deserved retirement. 

We would like to welcome Judith F. Kamberg to our system, serving 
as Principal at the Elementary School, and Paul Tracy, Principal at 
the High School. Both people bring with them years of experience in 
education and fresh new approaches. 

The long awaited New England Accreditation Report has been 
received, giving Proctor a two year accreditation. Commendations 
were made as to what Proctor Jr. -Sr. High has been accomplishing 
since our last evaluation. Two of the recommendations made, were in 
the areas of space, both in the library and science departments. Again 
we wish to thank the townspeople, faculty and administrators for their 
dedication and willingness to make Proctor High School the kind of 
school system we can be proud of. 

At this writing, the Elementary School is nearing its completion of 
the Public School Approval. With the completion of this process, we 
will have in hand a complete evaluation of K-12. We will then be ^eady 
to make definite proposals to you as to what is needed to maintain the 
high standard that Proctor has enjoyed for so long. 

In the report last year, we spoke of some unrest. We are happy to 
report that this feeling has substantially subsided. With the conclusion 
of an unprecedented three year Professional Contract, we are ex- 
periencing a return to normal atmosphere. 

Among areas of concern to your School Board are the Public Laws; 
504 and 94-142 pertaining to Special Education. We have begun to iden- 
tify the problems that will have to be solved, in the future. Some of the 
immediate problems that we will incur, are the physical changes to be 
made at the elementary school and the junior-senior high school; 
namely elevators, lavatories and possibly, additional staff. 

As in the past, your School Directors are ever aware of their respon- 
sibilities to you as taxpayers and we will make every effort to serve 
you and the students in the Proctor School System to the best of our 
abilities.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 



Another year has passed with many changes taking place in Proctor. 
Among these was the completion of the water system improvement 
project on the west side of Town consisting of pipe line work and chang- 
ing of the telemetry system and the altitude valve. This project was 
funded with funds obtained under the Local Public Works Capitol 
Development and Investment Act of 1976. 

Presently our Wastewater Facilities are operating under a National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System Permit and an Enforcement 
Compliance Schedule which expires Sept. 1, 1980. So in March of 1976 
an agreement with Jennison Engineering, Inc. was entered into to 
compile a Facilities Sewerage Plan which they have now completed. 
This will enable the Selectmen thus to make a decision as to the needs 
of the Town and to satisfy the regulations and laws of the State and 
Federal Government pertaining to our Wastewater Facilities. 

For the past fe^ years in our Water Department due to increased 
costs of operation and maintenance along with increased taxes on our 
water shed in Chittenden the department has been operating at a 
deficit which has been picked up from receipts of timber sales. Thus by 
doing this no funds have been set aside for major repairs or upgrading 
of the system. At this time the rate structure of the department is 
under study and a full report of proposals will be forthcoming at our 
budget meeting in May. 

In the past year the Town has become more active in the operation of 
the fire department as may be witnessed by the construction of the new 
fire station which is under progress. 

Another problem to face communities is the disposal of solid waste, 
this situation is presently under study by the Regional Planning Com- 
mission into the possibility of regional sites rather than the individual 
land fill operations. 

Through the Proctor Tax Committee thought is being given to a 
Capital Expenditure Program and a report on the progress of this will 
be forthcoming. 

We would like to express our appreciation for the continued coopera- 
tion and aid of the Municipal employees and a special thanks to the 
residents of Proctor for their support. 

We urge the residents to attend our meetings which are held on the 
second and fourth Monday of each month at 7:00 P.M. at the Town 
Clerk's Office and also urge anyone interested on serving on any com- 
mittees to contact any member of the Board.
